Attacking Commercial Bribery 

Continual dripping of water will wear away 
stone. Repeated attacks against the practice of 
giving bribes to the employes of customers, in order 
that trade shall be made to flow thereafter in the 
direction of the firm or individual giving such bribes, 
have not been without their effect. The seed of 
gocd business conduct planted for many years by 
the Federal Trade Commission on the hard, unfertile 
soil of wrongly and dishonestly established business 
custom have begun to sprout. There is promise that 
the fields of commerce will ultimately resemble a 
garden, wherein the noxious weeds of dishonest busi- 
ness practices will be permitted to flourish no longer 

It is particularly fitting that one association that 
has found it proper to indorse the stand of the 
Fedeial Trade Commission against unfair trade prac- 
tices—to discourage the growth of poison weeds in 
the garden of commerce—should be the Insecticide 
and Disinfectant Manufacturers’ Association. At 
its annual meeting held in Boston not so long ago, 
that body unanimously adopted a resolution voicing 
approval of the work of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and indorsing its campaign to eradicate com- 
mercial bribery. 

It would be unfortunate, indeed, if this whole- 
some gesture of the association in the direction of 
eliminating the seductive and dishonest practice of 
undermining the integrity of trusted employes were 
not of itself a means of germinating and spreading 
among other trade and industrial associations a senti- 
ment for acting likewise, for it is an example that 
ungestionably can be followed with ultimate profit 
by other organizations. 

The adoption of resolutions, of itself, means noth- 
ing. It is the action that follows the adoption of a 
resolution such as that drawn up by the Insecticide 
and Disinfectant Manufacturers’ Association that 
counts for something. Good intentions make excel- 
lent paving material in the nether regions. It is the 
translation and the putting into effect of good in- 
tentions in a concrete, physical way that furnish 
tangible evidences of a desire to build with the Gold- 
en Rule as a foundation. 

Trade and industrial associations, no matter 
where located, can do more toward helping to eradi- 
cate the practice of commercial bribery, or for that 
matter any other unfair business practice, than any 
number of outside agencies, regardless with what 
powers these agencies may be clothed. Through 
the medium of the exchange of views at the mectings 
of business associations dishonest commercial prac- 
tices can be attacked from within. The desire to 
participate in such a “‘pulling up of the weeds’ and 
the will to carry the “weeding-out process” to the 
bitter end are all that is necessary. 

“*Honesty”” in business and “honesty’’ in all its 
pristine meaning seem to have taken widely divergent 
paths in recent years. In that vague and rather in- 
definite term ‘‘business”’ the word “‘honest’” has come 
to mean anything its user intends. It has come 
to be treated with an elasticity that reeks with con- 
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tempt. In “business” the word can (and has) been 
stretched to conform with certain standards, not al- 
ways of the best. Just as weeds overrun a garden 
that has been neglected, so has the elastic meaning 
of “honesty” overrun the fields of commerce. These 
fields will assuredly be more difficult of cultivation 
to-morrow if no attempt be made at pulling up the 
weeds to-day. 

It is in the dark, danksome corners where no sun- 
light ever enters that poison weeds thrive best. Light, 
and plenty of it, thrown on the actions of association 
members who knowingly abet or condone the giving 
of commercial bribes, or the resort to other under- 
handed business methods, will serve to dissipate dis- 
honesty as will nothing else. No man can unflinch- 
ingly walk about with the X-rays of publicity dis- 
closing his inherent dishonesty. 

Honesty, fortunately, is more prevalent than dis- 
honesty. Some men need only education to bring 
them to a realization that what they imagine is good 
business practice is in reality nothing but pure un- 
adulterated thievery. Other men need to be hit 
with a bludgeon. An association of honest business 
men can wield the bludgeon or the admonishing rod 
of the schoolmaster with equal facility—and as the 
occasion requires. 

Morality, like immorality, is fundamentally a 
matter of environment. Civilization has offered too 
many martyrs to Right for a few disciples of Wrong 
to change the ethical complexion of things. A few 
honest men in the numerous trade organizations with 
the courage that is born of proper and righteous con- 
viction, and unafraid to turn the searchlight on their 
less honest brethren—and the weeds will come out 
of the garden as if by magic.

The Foreign Potash Situation 

Some time ago the statement was made that the 
German potash producers were endeavoring to form 
a combination with the French producers, the object, 
of course, being to hold up prices and force con- 
sumers in this and other countries to pay whatever 
might be demanded. The publication of this report 
in the Reporter brought out denials from some people 
in this country connected with the potash business, 
but who evidently were not well informed. At the 
annual meeting of the Deutsche Kaliwerke A. G., of 
Bernterode, held in Berlin recently, the general di- 
rector of the company said that it remained to be 
seen whether the negotiations then pending with the 
Alsatian producers would attain their purpose 
or not. 

There is no doubt but that the German potash 
producers thought that they had arrangements prac- 
tically made to prevent competition, and exploit con- 
sumers. It looks now, however, as if there would 
never be such an illogical combination, and that the 
Alsatian fields are destined to be very powerful com- 
petitors of the German mines. 

The development of the Alsatian fields has been 
retarded since they passed into the hands of France 
by a number of things. Labor troubles and railway 
tie-ups have been contributory causes in the holding 
down of production, but the worst feature of the 
situation seems to have been the fact that the French 
Government has found it difficult to decide just how 
its recently acquired property was to be managed 
and how its earnings were to be disbursed. The 
members of the French cabinet are reported to have 
been at loggerheads for months over this matter. It 
now appears that the matter is going to be settled, 
and in a way that makes it practically certain that 
there will be no working agreement between German 
and Alsatian producers. 

At the close of the war the potash properties of 
three German companies in Alsace—the Deutsche 
Kaliwerke, the Laupenmuhle and the Rockliag— 
were placed under sequestration by the French Gov- 
ernment. It is now admitted that unless there is a 
change in conditions and the Alsatian mines are 
placed under progressive management, they will not 
be in a position successfully to compete with the 
German mines. Even under the restrictions of se- 
questration the output of the mines has been tripled, 
but the present management is unable to take in hand 
the urgent works which are necessary to insure the 
complete and rapid working of the deposits. A bill 
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has been introduced, and will probably be passed by 
the French Senate and Chamber of Deputies, that 
will straighten out existing conditions. It is proposed 
to confer on the State the power to acquire the se- 
questrated mines, which are now to be liquidated. 
The value of these mines is estimated by the Service 
des Mines d’ Alsace et de Lorraine at 150,000,000 
francs. When the State becomes the absolute owner 
of the mines it will be possible to dispose of them in 
the way thought most advisable, and the prospective 
working company or companies will be required to 
repay to the State the amount of the purchase price 
on the grant of a concession, although the price paid 
for the concession need not be identical with the 
amount paid for the mines by the State. The conces- 
sion is to be granted for a definite period, and the 
State is to share in the profits.

FIGURES IN SUIT 


Claim That Delivery Was Made 
of a Tank of Oil of In- 
ferior Quality 


Allegations contained in a complaint 
filed by Lewis M. Palmer, assignee of a 
claim of the Globe Soap Co., who is su- 
ing J. C. Brown, Ince., in the Supreme 
Court for damages of $1,884.60 on a tank 


car of coconut oil which the plaintiff 
declares was of inferior quality, are de- 
nied in the defendant’s answer which 


has been filed in the County Clerk’s office 
by the latter’s attorney, David R. Bern- 


stein, of 233 Broadway. 

Palmer alleged in his suit that the 
Globe Soap Co., incorporated under the 
laws of Ohio, bought from the Brown 
concern on June 18 1919, a tank car of 
coconut oil that the seller then had en 
route from Forest City, Ark., to Chi- 
cago, Ill, at the agreed price of 15% 
cents per pound, based on 5 per cent. 
free fatty acid with an allowance for 
any higher acid percentage. He says 


that the seller drew a draft on the buyer 
on June 25, 1919, in the sum of $9,493.67, 
payable to the order of the Coal and Iron 
National Bank of New York. This rep- 
resented the purchase price of 244 cents 


allowance per pound for excessive fatty 
acids. The draft when presented to the 
buyer was duly honored and payment 
Was remitted to the defendant. 

When the sale was negotiated the 
plaintiff declares warranties were made 
by the seller that the oil was clear in 
color and of the average Manila quality. 


The shipment was received by the Globe 
company on July 10, 1919, and imme- 


diately thereafter an analysis made of 
the oil. Tests revealed, says the plaintiff, 
a maximum of 12.6 percentage free fatty 
acids while the Globe company asserts 
that the oil. instead of being of average 
Manila quality, was of a much darker 
hue. The total shipment weighed 62,820 
pounds and if it had been in accordance 
with the representations of the seller, 
alleges Palmer, would have been worth 
what was paid for it. Because of the 
alleged inferior grade the Globe company 
contended it could not be used for the 
purpose intended Palmer says further 
that the buyer had to refine the oil in 
order to eliminate the high percentage 


of fatty acids and to improve its quality. 
The refining process reduced the amount 
of glycerine and impaired the value of 
the shipment in the sum of $1,884.60. 

In a second cause of action the plain- 
tiff alleges that under the agreement J. 
Cc. Brown, Inc.. promised to divert the 
shipment of oil while it was en route to 


Chicago to the Globe Soap Co.'s plant 
at St. Bernard, Ohio. with the under- 
standing that the buyer would pay 
freight and transportation charges from 
Forest City, Ark., to St. Bernard. In- 
stead of complying with this condition 
asserts Palmer, fhe defendant permitted 
the oil to reach Chicago where it had to 
be reconsigned to the Globe Soap Co., 
which had to pay additional freight 
charges. He also wants reimbursement

Probably the most important of all 
matters regarding the building indus- 
try is the fact that a material reduc- 
tion has taken place in many lines of 
puilding materials, with a lowering in 
others almost certain to follow. In- 
creased activity in building means 
glowing prospects for the paint indus- 
try, and developments taking place 
frm week to week are subjects of 
deep interest to all concerned, The 
outlook for a continued heavy con- 
sumption of paints and all sorts of 
paint materials for a long time to come 
is decidedly good. 

While the general tendency in most 
lines of trade has been to hold off and 
await developments in expectation of 
lower prices later on, this tendency has 
perhaps been reflected to a less extent 
in paints and paint materials. This 
procrastination on the part of buyers 
has beem successful so far as linseed 
oil, turpentine and rosins were con- 
cerned, but in most other lines either 
the shortage of raw materials or the 
high cost of production has precluded 
any extensive lowering of prices. 

As far as lead pigments are con- 
cerned, the volume of new business as 
well as old orders not filled has offset 
the drop in pig lead prices Guring last 
week. The easiness in zinc has failed 
to have any effect on zinc oxide, pro- 
ducers of which are well engaged 
ahead. Lithopone has dropped slight- 
ly a the ~ maintained ng 
week. rices of barytes remain firm, 
with an upward tendency in line with 
the advanced freight rates, and makers 
are now shipping more freely than 
they did a short time ago. MJBlanc fixe 
isas short as ever, and producers see 
no relief in sight for some time to 
come. 

There has been more of a tendency 
on - ag’ of a of eid colors - 
cently to limit their purchases in the 
hope of lower prices later on.

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


PIG LEAD.—No change in the steady 
tone of the piglead market has been 
noted from that existing last week. 


Leading domestic producers continue 
to quote %c. higher than the maker of 
imported lead, who lists his quotation 
at 3c., both in New York and East St. 
Louis. Consumption continues at a 
liberal rate, and stocks are so small, 
owing to domestic curtailment of pro- 
duction, that producers in this country 
are not inclined to enter into any price- 
cutting competition to prevent the use 
of imported in the place of domestic 
lead. Their views are that while the 
volume of importations of lead has as- 
sumed such proportions that it domi- 
nates the situation, the amount is yet 
too small to avoid being quickly ab- 
sorbed by the market. While pig lead 
continues to meet with a rather inact- 
ive demand this week, the market is 
being closely watched by the consumers 
concerned, 


SPELTER.—The domestic zinc mar- 
ket was a little easier this week on 
importation of several hundred tons of 
metals from England and was quotable 
at 7.50c. both in New York and East 
St. Louis, a drop of 4 points from last 
week’s quotations. In Joplin, with six 
smelting agencies out of the market, 
ore purchases dropped 4,000 tons last 
week and prices were lower. Smelter- 
men walked out of the Van Buren 
smelter on Monday and one or two 
more strikes are imminent at Fort 
Smith. Arbitration offers have been 
turned down, soviets have been formed 
and fears of a reign of terror are be- 
ing entertained. Joplin ore shipments 
last week amounted to 4,706 tons, as 
against 11,641 the week before, while 
shipments so far this year total 1.452,- 
535 tons, as compared with 377,242 for 
the corresponding period last year. 
High grade sulphide ore is quoted at 
$48.40; premium 60 per cent. zinc at 
$44; prime Western 60 per cent., $42.50; 
fines and slimes, $41@38, and cala- 
mine 40 per cent. zinc, $38@41. Con- 
sumers continue to hold back, as has 
been the case for some time, but sup- 
plies in consumers’ hands are known 
to be small. 


PIGMENTS 


BARYTES.—Barytes for 
continue to be in acute scarcity on 
spot. Inquiries are numerous, but as 
producers are not yet in a sold up con- 
dition, business, as has been for some 
time in evidence, is still curtailed. 
Most factors are quoting nominal 
prices on a basis of $35 per ton for 
the prime white and $25 per ton for 
the off-color. Some producers, how- 
ever, are quoting $30 a ton f. o. b. 
works. Makers of blanc fixe and other 
products blame the limited supply of 
barytes, as they are unable to obtain 
enough to increase the output for re- 
quirements. Prices of barytes, which 
have assumed an upward tendency, are 
attributed to the existing shortage and 
the increased demand. Although 
working conditions have been material- 
ly improved by makers of floated 
barytes, to carry On production and to 
catch up with back orders, the in- 
creased demand has become an unex- 
pected problem.

BLANC FIXE Owing to the acute 
gcarcity of blanc fixe, considerable at- 
tention is commanded whenever it is 
offered. Factors blame the limited 
supply of barytes, as. they are unable 
to obtain enough to inerease the out- 
put to meet requirements. Offerings 
are few and at long intervals. First 
hands are quoting 6@6%c. per pound, 
but material is hard to get at any 
level. Not only are producers well 
gold ahead, but second hand lots are 
also very scarce. . 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate) .— 
No material change from last week's 
steady tone was recorded for this week 
in the market for white lead, basic 
carbonate. That the outlook for a con- 
tinued good demand is promising is the 
general opinion in most quarters. Busi- 
ness continues to be good with the 
wading producers of this material. 
Following their policy, which has 
shown some results in bringing down 
prices of some products other than 
paints and paint materials, the con- 
sumer is inclined to wait until prices 
of white lead, basic carbonate, assume 
a downward trend. No thought seems 
to be given to the possibility of an ad- 
vance, and buyers are failing to antici- 
pate future requirements by placing 
orders at this time. Prices, in the 
meanwhile, continue to be firmly 
fixed and producers who carry large 
stocks of raw material are not over 
anxious to make any change in price. 
As yet there has been no lessening of 
the manufacturing costs of most ex- 
pense items, and labor troubles at the 
mines may cause further shortage of 
lead, with resultingly higher prices.

Getting enough to supply the demand 
is the problem which will assume larger 
proportiong unless some means are 
taken to ificrease the insufficient out- 
put. At present the supply is so lim- 
ited that there is practically no large 
amount to be had.

LITHOPONE. Besides the heavy 
normal demand, lithopone is meeting 
with an excellent inquiry for new busi- 
ness. A slight drop in price during the 
week was observed, despite the fact 
that offerings of this material found a 
ready market last week at the recently 
advanced levels. Lithopone is now 
quoted at 84% @8%éc. per pound, in bags, 
while 7%@S8e. per pound is quoted on 
carload lots, in barrels. Despite the re- 
cent increase in prices as stated last 
week, but few cancellations were made, 
and the lowered prices now in effect is 
expected to add to the already heavy 
demand. A short time ago there exist- 
ed an acute shortage of lithopone, the 
production of which has since been 
greatly improved, and some of the ma- 
terial which was bought by consumers 
in view of a shortage has again been 
placed upon the market. These cancel- 
lations were welcomed by most of the 
large producers as a means of filling 
orders on hand. However, the amount 
of lithopone which has been thrown 
back upon the market has not been suf- 
ficient to remedy the situation to any 
great extent. There is almost certain 
to be a small carry-over at the end of 
the year, and material promises to 
again become scarce in the spring. As 
it is, most factors are well sold ahead 
and are not in a position to accept ad- 
ditional business.

“The Bureau of Chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
which for several years has been col- 
lecting periodical statistics om the pro- 
duction and stocks of turpentine and 
rosin, makes public the figures show- 
ing the production of gum turpentine 
and gum rosin during the 1919-20 sea- 
son by States. The information is 
given in the following table. The unit 
for the figures for turpentine is the 
cask of 50 gallons; for rosin, the round 
or still barrel, as produced, of approxi- 
mately 500 pounds gross weight. In 
all cases fractions of a hundred barrels 
have been dropped, or raised to the 
next higher hundred, depending on 
whether the figures were below or 
above 50. .

On comparison with the bureau’s re- 
port on the production during the sea- 
gon of 1918-19, the above figures indi- 
cate that the production last year was 
less in Alabama, Mississippi and Texas 
than in the previous year, while it was 
greater in Florida, Georgia and Louisi- 
ana. The combined production of 
North Carolina and South Carolina 
was also a little less last year. The 
total production for the 1918-19 sea- 
son, as given in the bureau’s report, 
was 341,000 casks of gum turpentine 
and 1,115,000 round barrels of gum 
rosin, Of the 1918-19 crop, Alabama 
produced 12.2 per cent.; Florida, 37.1 
per cent.; Georgia, 19.2 per cent.; 
Louisiana, 15.3 per cent.; Mississippi, 
96 per cent.; North Carolina and 
South Carolina 0.4 per cent.; Texas, 
6.2 per cent. 

Little activity is reported in Naval 
Stores market during the week and 
only small stocks are commanding any 
attention at the present time. Con- 
tinued recessions in the local market 
were effected during the latter part 
of the week, and the market is inclined 
further downward. Last week was a 
very unsettled one in the New York 
market for naval stores. Starting out 
at a price of $1.39 per gallon turpen- 
tine declined at the rate of le. a day 
for the six-day period and closed the 
week at $1.30 per gallon. This wes 
one of the year’s sharpest breaks ni 
the commodity. On last Saturady, 
however, the market was relatively 
steady, and no further decline occured. 
Rosins which has held steady during 
the first part of the week, became also 
an easier ex-store towards the week- 
end, and closed at 10@15c. per pound 
lower on all grades. Savannah prices 
were firmer for turpentine and ad- 
vanced Ic, to $1.21, while rosins were 
easier, and all grades were quoted at 
$11.32%. Trading continues inactive in 
all quarters, with little prospects of 
iny immediate improvement in the 
hear future, 


TURPENTINE 
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demand for naval stores, owing to the 
serious labor situation now confronting 
that country, and the disorganization 
of the transportation system.

PITCH AND TAR—Entirely unaf- 
fected by the prevailing weakness in 
the naval situation, tar prices have 


shown strength during the week by 
firm market quotations. Stocks are 
said to be heavy. Rosin pitch remains 
steady at $12, and tar, kiln burned and 
retort, have shown no change. Kiln 
burned tar is offered at $15, while the 
retort price remains at $15.25. 

PINE, ROSIN AND TAR OILS.—De- 
spite the decline in the rosin market, 
prices for rosin oils remain fairly steady. 
Rosin oils continue to show to a better 
advantage along with other naval 
stores. Prices have undergone no ma- 
terial change, but a slight tendency to 
lower is observed. An increasingly bet- 
ter demand from the manufacturers 
of inks and axle grease has appeared to 
give the market a steady tone. First 
rectified is quoted at 70@72c.; second 
at 73@88c.; third at 88@89c.; and 
fourth at 94@95e. Pine oil continues 
to appear in greater quantities on the 
market. While the scarcity has been 
materially improved, pine oil is by no 
means plentiful. Prices remain firm 
and the highest grade is quoted at 
$1.85@1.90, and the lower grades at 
$1.30@1.75. Tar oil had taken a jump

tion continues to be liberal, but little 
effort to place new business is being 
manifested. Mixers are disposed to 


await developments of the market 
when the new crop of seed begins to 
move. Optimism is found throughout 
the paint trade in views for the near 
future. Not only has the State of New 
York passed a measure, in a special 


convention of the Legislature called 
for the purpose, to facilitate the build- 
ing of houses on a large scale, but 
other States and Congress are falling 
into line to assist and encourage the 
builder to erect the housing facilities 
the country so badly needs. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


In most of the minor paint ma- 
terials quietness prevails much in the 
same way that it did last week. Prices 
continue to hold well, and there seems 
to be no indications of any weakening 
of the market at this time. Imports 
have assumed liberal proportions, with 
a slight increase from last week. China 
clay shipments have arrived in consid- 
erable quantity, and indications point 
to a continuation of this condition. 
Tale shipments, while a little im- 
proved from those of last week, are 
still far below usual importations. 
Good-sized shipments of chalk have 
been received by leading manufactur- 
ers of chalk by-products. 

CASEIN.—This week’s market is 
fairly active, with prices well held at 
15@17ec. per pound in first-hand quar- 
ters. Very little new business is being 
placed now, however, but importers 
are optimistic in their outlook for the 
near future. Shipments last week were 
greatly increased. A total of 1,119,740 


pounds were received here for con- 
sumption throughout the country. 
CHALK.—Arrivals of chalk from 


England and other parts of Europe at 


this port last week have shown con- 
siderable increase. A total of 139,750 
pounds were received by importers, 


which will somewhat relieve the situa- 


tion. This industry has not been af- 
fected to the extent that other Euro- 
pean lines have from. strikes and 


transportation curtailments, as most of 
the deposits are on or near the coast. 

CHINA CLAY.—The market in this 
material remains much in the position 
that characterized it last week, with 
prices firm at $19@25 per ton for the 
imported and $10@20 per ton for the 
domestic. Stocks of china clay are 
just about sufficient to fill the demand 
in most quarters. 

PUTTY.—Prices in this instance re- 
main firm, as they have done for quite 


some time, and the demand has been 
good right along. Both producer and 
consumer, however, are closely ob- 


serving the market in spite of the fact 
that a change does not appear immi- 
nent. Commercial putty in one and 
five-pound tubs is quoted at $5.25@ 
6.75 per 100 pounds; putty in linseed 
oil in one and five-pound tins stands 
at $10.50@11.75; colored, $9.50@10; 
commercial in 120-pound tubs, $3.50; 
pure in tubs, $4.75: linseed oil in tubs, 
$8.25. When white lead is an in- 
gredient of putty a cent a pound may 
be added to the above quotations. 
WHITING.—Arrivals of whiting at 


this port last week totaled 570,000 
pounds, and was consigned to con- 
sumers in rather separated parts of 


the country. In spite of frequent ar- 
rivals whiting manufacturers have so 
far been unable to accumulate stocks. 
However, the shortage which existed a 
little while ago has materially lessened, 
and production is about up to the de- 
mand at the present time. The mar- 
ket has not changed from the steadi- 
ness observed last week. Commercial 
is quoted at $1.40; gilders’, bolted, at 
$1.45; extra gilders’, bolted, at $1.55; 
English cliffstone at $2 and American 
Paris white at $1.75. 


VARNISH GUMS 


Of a routine character, trading in 
varnish gums goes on, but not on a 
large scale. While spot stocks are 
plentiful, prices manifest a fairly steady 
undertone and importers are quoting at 
former levels, with very little large lot 
bidding being done. It is intimated 
however, that business can be effected 
at lower levels in some quarters, de- 
pending on quantity. Congo grades are 
selling in small volume, while Picture 
Congo is changing hands on the basis 
of 42c. per pound, but the buyers are 
appearing in small numbers, as was 
the case last week. Some talk of low- 
er prices has been heard when busi- 
ness was recorded in some grades, but 
in other instances prices have held a 
steady tone. Receipts of copal and 
damar continue to add to stocks, and 
shipments received here last week were 
much better than those of the week be- 
fore.

The price of flaxseed continues to 
decline in all the markets of the world. 


The Western markets are weak and 
the Buenos Aires market has declined 
considerably since our last report. 
There is no shortage of seed at this 
time, and there is not apt to be any 
this season. Buenos Aires continues 
to ship freely, and yet there seems to 
be as much seed back in the interior 
of Argeniine as ever. 

The government condition report 
issued Friday, showed a condition as 


of October 1 of 62.8, and estimated 
the domestie crop at 11,704,000 bushels. 
This was not out of line with expecta- 
tions, and had no great effect on the 
market. <A crop of this size is not a 
large one when it is considered how 
much has been raised in this country: 
but if this country is going to con- 
tinue to draw upon South America as 
it has been doing recently it will never 


need as large a crop of domestic seed 
as it used to raise. It is claimed that 
American farmers will turn to other 


crops and cease to plant flax if Argen- 
tina can raise flax and deliver the seed 
here cheaper than it can be profitably 
#zrown in this country. This may come 
to pass, although it would not be a 
condition of affairs that would be par- 
ticularly desirable from an American 
point of view. 

There were 600,000 bushels of Argen- 
tine flaxseed received at this port this 
week, and 209,000 shipped from Buenos 


Aires to this country. The supplies 
of South American seed are very large 
for this season of the year, and yet 
the heavy movement keeps up. It is 


no wonder that the markets for Ameri- 
can seed feel the weight of this import 
movement. The Western crushers, as 
well as the Eastern crushers. have a 
plentiful supply of seed on hand. 

The fact that there is very little 
buying of linseed oi] at the present 
time gives the crushers no incentive to 
enter the seed market, and this is one 
reason for the weakness. Speculators

FLAXSEED CAKE AND MEAL 
There is little that can be said about 
the market for cake and meal in the 
Kast. The erushers can do nothing 
except store their goods and wait for 
an improvement in the export demand. 
The story has been the same for a 
jong time, and the looked for improve- 
ment in the demand has not yet been 
seen, The situation 1n the West is 
somewhat better than in the Kast, but 


not much. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 6, 1920. 

The market for meal is slow and fea- 
tureless and the crushers are bothered 
slightly by accumulations at times. The 
general down trend in grain values and 
millfeed prices is a bearish factor and 
buyers are holding off. There is little 
buying at best and no disposition shown 
to anticipate needs. T he trade holds off 
until the last minute in placing their or- 
ders. With offerings plentiful and the 
car situation good, conditions are in the 
puyers’ favor. Lower prices quoted by 
most of the crushers. Some of them sold 
so freely for forward shipment while the 
demand was good that they are not 
bothered by lack of orders and will not 
eut their prices noticeably. 

There is no demand for forward ship- 
ment meal at all. Usually on a break 
the buyers are inclined to take a chance 
and book orders for a few cars. but that 
ig not true of the present situation and 
the attitude is traceable to the general 
policy of holding off with buying orders. 
Nobody seems to want to buy any com- 


modity unless pressed and traders in 
meal share in the common idea. 
There is little inquiry for cake and 


few trades are being booked. Small lots 
wre being sold to the United Kingdom 
and also to Continental buyers, but the 
business is of little consequence. Bids 
ire mostly out of line.

DRUG AND FOOD 
MEN IN MEETING 


President Frary Urges Simplifi- 
cation of State and National 
Purity Laws 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 7, 1920. 
The Association of American Dairy 
ood and Drug Officials held its twenty- 


fourth annual convention at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel, October 5-7 inclusive. 


About 200 delegates attended. At 
Tuesday morning's session, following ad- 
dresses of welcome, there was the annual 


address of President Guy G. Frary, of 
South Dakota. Simplification of the 
State and national pure food laws were 
advocated. He proposed the organiza 
tion of a committee composed equally of 
food and drug manufacturers and pure 
food law enforcement officials to make 
recommendations as to what umendments 
to existing laws should be made. The 
remainder of the address was devoted 
largely to a recital of the association's 
fight for a national pure food law which 
was won in June, 1906. 

In the afternoon Professor L. lk. Sayre, 
dean of the School of Pharmacy of the 
University of Kansas, in a paper on 
“The New Pharmacopwia and Its Rela- 
tions to the Pure Food and Drug Laws” 
recommended that the aicoholic percent- 
ages of elixirs used as vehicles could 
very properly be reduced in alcoholic 
strength. He also condemned the so- 
called medicinal proprietory liquids which 
have recently been placed on the market 
containing an inordinate amount of al- 
cohol and an inconspicuous quantity of 
drug. A considerable portion of tne 
work of revision of the new eaition of 
the Pharmacopeia will be devoted to the 
improvement of methods of standardi- 
zation of crude drugs, he said. 

Theodore F. Hagenow, of St. Louis, 
former president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, told the 
members of the organization, that al- 
though the druggists have borne the 
brunt of discriminating legislation and 
allowed themselves to be imposed upon 
by the communities and overburdened 
with excise taxes and irked by narcotic 
and Volstead regulations, yet they were 
ready and willing to co-operate and de- 
fend any measure for the community's 
good. 


Cleveland’s Food Methods 


On Wednesday morning, the vigorous 
system of inspection which the city of 
Cleveland maintains over dealers” In 
foods and drugs and the drastic measures 
tuken with violators. were described by 
Dr. Harold Knapp, city chemist there, in 
a paper on “Sanitary Control in Food 
Inspection.” 

Illustrating the methods used, Dr. 
Knapp related that the Health Depart 
ment recently closed a large hotel, plac- 
ing policemen at the doors, when the 
hotel failed to observe warnings that the 
restaurant was not in a sanitary condi- 





tion Food and drug inspectors have 
authority to summarily close groceries, 
drug stores, restaurants, etc, All in- 


coming food is inspected at railroad 
terminals. 

“Of course.” said the speaker, “this 
requires unusually honest and efficient 
inspectors, and because of that, we take 
green men, after careful inquiry into 
their character, and train them for the 
work. Instead of being ordinary Inspec- 
tors. in a routine sense, they also have 
a large knowledge of chemistry.” 

The department has a system of dis- 
playing cards in restaurants to show 
the public how the place is graded. The 
public, he said, has learned to watch for 
ecards, displayed conspicuously, showing 
how the places are graded. The public, 
he said, has learned to watch for these 
cards. He advised the members of the 
association to co-operate with the news 
papers Publicity, he said, was highly 
valuable in keeping dealers up to the 


scratch. 
Tells of Drug Law 


Dr. M. W. Glover, chief of the admin- 
istration of the drug sections of the Fed- 
eral pure food law, followed with an ad- 
dress on “The Enforcement of the Sher- 
ley Amendment.” He described the en- 
forcement of the Sherley amendment, 
which is the section covertng misbrand- 
ing It prohibits any labels, ‘“‘statements, 
designs or devices’”’ which make false or 
fraudulent claims for the curative prop- 
erties of preparations, and is the section 
on which most pure drug prosecutions 
are made 

Testimonials come under the statute 
and while a manufacturer may have re- 
ceived genuine letters from purchasers 
of his preparation, he is responsible for 
the claims which the letters contain if 
he publishes them. 

Experience has taught, he said that 
the name of a disease on a label is 
usually sufficient to convey the impres 
sion to the average man that the prepar- 
ation is an adequate remedy for the 
disease named. The severity of the meas- 
ures taken with the manufacturer is de 
termined by the harm done by the prep- 
aration and by the company’s past 
record, he said

JAPAN TO GRANT 
ALCOHOL REBATES 


Step Will Be Taken as Aid to 
Drug and Chemical Industry 


TOKIO, Japan. Aug. 36, 1920, 

The Japanese Government has decided 
to give further protection to Japanese 
drug and chemical manufacturers tn tme 
shape of the grant of rebates on alco- 
hol. The decision will be framed into 
an Imperial ordinance toward the close 
of September subject to the approval of 
the }xtraordinary Chemical Industry 
Council. 

This protection was once given to the 
line immediately after the Russo-Japan 
ese war, for the purpose of stimulating 
the drug and chemical industries, but 
the protection was abused by the people 
in the line and the public demanded 
its revocation. Just before the com- 
mencement of the European war the gov- 
ernment accepted the public demand and 
the protection was withdrawn 

As the official reasor tor the revival 
of this protection the government states 
that the abolition of the rebates granted 
on alcohol has weakened the position 
of Japanese manufacturers Mm the market 
which, now the war is over, is being 
contested by foreign manufacturers with 
greater virility. If the possible abuse of 
the grant is provided for tie revival of 
the protective measure will prove an ef- 
fective weapon for Japanese manufac- 
turers in their commercial fighting with 
foreign confreres.

Texas Gulf Sulphur Co.'s $300,000 
Plant Destroyed by Fire—Cov- 


ered by Insurance

phur into vessels, at 2 o'e'ock on the 
morning of September 30.

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FIRST AID IN 
BURNS BY ACID 


Treatment Suggested by Dr. 
Smith of Du Pont de 
Nemours & Co. 


The treatment of acid and alkali burns 
vas described by Dr. A. K Smith, man 
hone the Medical Seetion of KEK. 1, du 
Nemours & Co., Wilmington, Del., 
in a paper read before the Chemical Sec- 
tion of the Ninth Annual Safety Congress 
of the National Safety Council at Mil- 
waukee, September 30, 1920.) The wounds 
caused in tissues by acids and alkalies are 
not strictly burns, according to the ac- 
cepted de finition of the term, said Dr. 
gmith. The strong caustics, such as sul- 
phurie acid, niric acid, potash, chloride of 
antimony, chloride of zine, acid nitrate of 
mercury, bromine, chromic acid, etc., when 
applied to living tissue, cause its death 
and produce a sloughing Dr. Smith gave 
the following suggestions for first aid

Directly after drowning the caustic and 
saturated watery solution of bicarbonate of 
sodium may be mopped on the burned area in 
the case of acid burns and a two per cent 
solution of acetic acid similarly used in the 
case of alkali burns. 

After this has been liberally carried out the 
patient should be placed in a physician's care. 
In simple first degree burns mopping the 
burned area with dry gauze and the application 
of a bland clean ointment, suc h as boric acid 
ointment or burn ointment which is made of 
bicarbonate of soda and petroleum, or oxide of 
zinc ointment may le used by spreading a lib 
eral layer on gauze and holding it in place 
with a gauze bandage Such a dressing re 
lieves the pain and is sufficient with renewal of 
iressing occasionally 

In second degree barns, the wound should be 
leansed of all loose rolied up epidermis 
mopped with a mild antiseptic such as boric 
acid solution and an ointment applied on 
gauze and held in place by a rather loose 
gauze bandage 

In this degree of burn, blisters are en 
ountered Small blisters unruptured are let 
alone and larger blisters where their tension 
is likely to cause pain are opened by first 
sterilizing the area with a 3 per cent 
alcoholic solution of fodine and a liberal in- 
cision is mnade with a sterile knife near the 
edge of the blister, allowing its top to collapse 
and remain The ointment used in dressing 
these cases should be absolutely clean, sterile 
and mildly antiseptic and should have a melt 
ing point that will ensure its non-separation 
on standing in the surgery and _ still be of 
such consistency that it will spread with ease 
The dressings are renewed as the judgment 
of the physician dictates, more often at first 
when discharges are profuse, and later at as 
long intervals as possible in order to allow 
healing to progress without disturbance 

Third degree burns are cleansed of all loose 
detritus and dressed with a= sterile ointment 
asin second degree burns. After three or four 
lays the ointment dressing is replaced by a 
wet gauze dressing, using a sterile, normal, 
salt solution The dressing must be kept wet 
by repeated applications of the salt solution 
A slough forms in these cases necessitating 
a long wait until the sound tissue loosens and 
throws out the dead material and all this 
must take place before healing takes place 
to any extent 

The use of wet dressings leaves the wound 
ina very favorable condition for skin grafting, 
should it become necessary 

The long time required for healing in these 
cases is due to the slow separation of the 
slough, and after that has taken place, granu 
lation tissue must fill up the sloughed out 
spaces and a new epidermis grow to cover the 
entire area 

Healing may be hastened by a careful re- 
moval of portions of the slough when re- 
lresyings are being made, also by keeping 
lown excessive or exuberant granulation tissue 
growth and most important of all by = skin 
grafting 

The making of numerous small pin point 
grafts, some of which will grow, will reduce 
the time of ultimate closure of the wound 
Yn some cases larger grafts, by the Thiersch 
method, may be preferable 

Shock may be an accompaniment of second 
and third degree burns and should be com- 
hated by a hypodermic of morphine, and the 
earlier it is given the better 

The patient is wrapped in hot blankets and 
surrounded with hot bottles or hot bricks 
Care should be taken to cover the warming 
bricks or bottles with flannel or other material 
fo prevent burning the patient 

Salt solution may be introduced into the sys 
tem by one of the various methods to incraase 
the volume of blood 

Ordinary stimulants given by the stomach 
are of little value in this condition 

Burns of the eyes by caustics are given first 
ald by douching the eye with a watery solu- 
tion of bicarbonate of soda in the case of acid 
burns, and a 1 per cent, or 2 per cent. solu- 
Hon of acetic acid in alkali burns, after which 
4 piece of boric acid ointment, about the size 
of a pea, is put under the eyelid and carefully 
worked into all corners by gentle manipula 
ion on the outside of the eyelid Further 


treatment of the eyes can best be done by an 
eye specialist

Discussed in Public Health 


Service Paper

GERMAN CHEMICAL 
PATENTS ISSUED 


New Inventions and Discoveries 
Concern Inorganic Chem- 


ical Industry 
BERLIN, Sept. 20, 1920. 

A number of new patents affecting the 
inorganic-chemical industry have been 
granted by the German Patent Office 
lately. Some of them were on inventions 
and discoveries by foreigners, among 
them Americans These German patents 
to foreigners, as a rule, are granted sub- 
sequent to patents granted by their re 
spective home governments Conse 
quently American inventors are not men- 
tioned here. 

The Badische Anilin und Soda Fabrik 
obtained a patent on extracting sulphur 
from gypsum by thermic decomposition 
and subsequent reduction of sulphurous 
acid. Gypsum is first dephlegmated, 
either wholly or to a large extent. Then 
anhydride is added. Also fuel and air, 
or both, are utilized in a dephlegmated 
state It is claimed that gypsum thus 
treated will yield twice as much elemental 
sulphur as gypsum treated after the old 
method 

The Badische obtained another patent 
on producing oxygen of sulphur’ from 
calcium sulphate and other sulphates as 
difficult to separate The sulphates, well 
spread, are conducted into long oxidizing 
flames, in conjunction with fuel and air 
which is previously warmed A fireproof 
pipe, placed in a slanting position, is used 
as a decompounding oven. Coal dust is 
used as fuel. After the oven is. well 
heated gypsum is added to the fuel and 
blown into the flame. A heat of 300 to 
400 degrees © is required. At the bot- 
tom, in an ante-chamber, molten slag will 
collect, consisting of calcium _ silicate. 
After it has become rigid it may be used 
in the cement industry. The gases es- 
caping from the pipe oven contain plenty 
of sulphur dioxide, which may be utilized 
in any of the well-known manners 

Farbenfabriken, formerly Friedrich 
Bayer & Co., have obtained a patent on 
producing gas of high percentage of sul- 
phurous acid from gas of low percentage 
by usihg porous coal as an absorbent 
Porous coal, such as charcoal, is con 
ducted against a counter current of gas of 
low percentage. The sulphurous acid ab 
sorbed by the coal is then extracted by 
careful heating. 

Edmund Herman, an engineer of Buda 
pest, has obtained a patent on extracting 
nitro-oxygen from the air. The oxidation 
of the air takes place, aided by carbon 
compositions, by flameless surface com 
bustion within a contact mass. proof 
against the highest heat. The contact 
bodies, containing aluminum nitride prin- 
cipally, may also contain, as actively 
effective factors, additions such as oxides 
and nitrides of iron, copper, nickel, 
mangian, ete 

Dr. Krich Reinau, of Stuttgart, has a 
patent on producing alkaline nitrates 
from nitric acid, water and alkali sul 
phates The same inventor has also a 
patent on producing mixed fertilizer con 
taining alkali, saltpeter and phosphorie 
acid by decompounding phosphates In 
decompounding phosphori'es he uses lyes 
which are produced in creating saltpeter 
by contact with mixed sulphates

Demand was slow to function during 
the period. kor the most part buyers 
seem content to remain out of the mar- 
ae and allow developments to take 
heir OWN course. Under present con- 
ditions this is naturally in the direction 
f lower prices. Due to this movement, 
. yers remaine da confirmed in their at- 
same, and only immediate necessity 
could bring them into the market for 








anything. 

Considerable discussion was noted 
during the period as to stocks now in 
consumers’ hands. It seemed to be gen- 
erally believed that on the scale of 
buying during the past three years of 
many materials there must exist a good 
stock in consumeis’ hands, which are 
now being drawn against. It seemed 
fruitless to point out to sellers the fact 
that they had sold unheard quantities 
of goods during the past three years, 
and that the present inactivity of buy- 
ers, and downward trend in prices, had 
more than been compensated for by the 
large profits of better times. When 
buyers have brought this to the atten- 
tion of sellers, it has been but natural 
for sellers to remain unconvinced of 
the proposition that losses are to be 
desired. 

The fact remains that in order to in- 
duce buying, especial inducements must 
be offered, and this makes for competi- 
tion of a keen quality. Complicated 
with the manufacturers and first-hand 
situation in this respect is the position 
of the resale market. Speculative lots 
are steadily being forced into liquida- 
tion, and hardly exists a material of 
major importance which is not to be 
had from second hands at bargain 
prices. Such sellers indicate that they 
want to get out from under; to dispose 
of their holdings. There seems to be a 
general demand to turn merchandise 
into money, especially as the money 
market at present is rather tight and 
credit hard to secure. 

In the drug and = pharmaceutical 
market, the leading first hand develop- 
ments were reductions in the bromides, 
permanganate of potash, Rochelle 
salts, seidlitz mixture and tartar emetic. 
Second hand operations were noted in 
lower prices on acetanilid, antipyrene, 
menthol and Russian cantharides. Of 
these latter there are many distressed 
lots and for the most part, buyers are 
inclined to look for the distressed hold- 
ings and avoid first hand offerings. 

Crude drugs appeared soft in spot 
and generally quiet in the rest of the 
group. Foreign botanicals continued 
to be the main point of weakness, 
although lack of strength was to be 
noted in mandrake and lobelia herb. 
While no real weakness is to be noted 
in the primary market for the latter— 
based on probable collection—it may be 
stated that the spot market has been 
held in a false position based on the 
offerings sent to this market from 
collectors. It is understood that 
15,000 pounds have been offered to one 
house at 60c. per pound to the collec- 
to. This house is offering a small 
spot holding at S0c. per pound, and 
quoted for shipment from the primary 
market at 7ic. per pound. 





The unescapable fact is that there is 
Practically no demand in the crude 
drug at present, and while outwardly 
the spot market is held fairly steady, 
inside which oc- 
casionally is indicated by soft surfaces. 
Of course, the principal weakness is 
in foreign crudes which are subject 
to exchange fluctuations, and at pres- 
ent foreign money is under depression. 

Essential oils continued under de- 
Pression and fell still lower during the 
week. Speculative holdings of the Mes- 
sina essences are being forced onto 
the market and the real price at which 
Orange oil—for example—may be pur- 
chased is hard to ascertain for the 
reason that buyers are generally 
Stocked to the roof and are turned 
sellers. Domestic oils are escaping the 
sharp and continued downward re- 
Visions in imported oils, but neverthe 
less are weaker this season than for 
the past two year 

Viewed as a whole, the drug market 
may be said to have made further 
Progress in the path of reconstruction 
fo a basis more sound and less de- 
Pendent on conditions making for in- 
flated and unnatural prices. The trade 
has been talking reconstruction for the 
Past year, and now that it really is 
making itself felt by a falling off in 
demands; by consumption of excess 
Stocks on the part of potential buyers

continued to name 50c. per pound for 
the material, second hands cut the mar- 
ket down to 45c. per pound and offered 
rather freely at that position. There is 
a limited request for the material in 
the outside market. 

ALCOHOL.—Throughout the group, 
alcohol holds steady and unchanged as 
to immediate position. Ethyl alcohol 
is moving in fairly good quantities, but 
not up to the mark where a free and 
open market would rule. Makers’ po- 
sition is better, however. Methyl alco- 
hol is reported still in questonable po- 
sition. Makers have material backing 
up on their hands, owing to falling off 
in demand and firm bids from real 
buyers of quantity lots are likely to 
receive especial consideration at the 
hands of makers who are anxious to 
see more material moving out. Dena- 
tured alcohol holds in about the same 
position as of recent date. Closing

On the spot supplies are 
placed about 20 cars, and it is intimated 
that some of this may be had ata shade 
petter than the open market price of 
7c, per pound. As demand is practi- 
cally nil, it is thought likely that fur- 
ther concessions by firm holders must 
be made, unless increased interest is 
displayed. Cc. P. glycerine was quoted 
at 28c. per pound, although some sellers 
held nominally to 2816c. per pound. 
Price shading is the BE neral rule at the 
moment when anything like a real or- 
der enters the market. Crude continued 
scarce, Which placed sellers in strong 
position. Buyers views, however, were 
considerably lower than the prices at 
which sellers were willing to enter- 
tain business and hence little was doing 
during the week. Saponification was 
quoted at 19@19%c.; and soaplye, 17% 
@i8%c. per pound. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7, 1920 

The situation in the glycerine market in 
Chicago is described as one of continued and 
extreme dullness. The reasons for this are re- 
ported to be the general avoidance on the 
part of all buyers to taking on anything be- 
yond their immediate requirements, and the 
making of low prices for imported crude in 
the New York market. While most producers 
of glycerine as a rule endeavor to market as 
produced there has been a little accumulation 
of stock, nothing excessive under ordinary con- 
ditions, but yet more than is readily salable 
right now. This stock is now offered for sale 
Prices are hardly more than nominal in the 
absence of any real market. Chemically pure 
js selling at 28c., drums extra; dynamite is 
offered at 27c., with no takers. Soap lye is 
offered at 18c., and saponification, basis 8S 
per cent., at 19c., but in the face of the offers 
of foreign crude on the basis of 17%c. New 
York, there is naturally little interest shown 
in these prices. The production is light, as 
the soap makers are not working actively, 
and their output is small. 

MENTHOL.—Quiet with little de- 
mand noted in any direction. Sellers 
quoted $6.25@6.50 per pound, but in- 
timations were mot lacking to the 
effect that in a fairly good sized trans- 
action the price might be shaded. Cer- 
tainly based on the cost in Japan the 
price of some of the goods available at 
this time would permit a generous 
shading. It is believed that during 
the panic, importers here purchased in 
Japan as low as $5@5.25 per pound. 
At present the shipment price is $5.25 
in bond. 

MYRBANE.—Easied off fractionally, 
and at the close of the week was quot- 
ed on the basis of 144% @15c. per pound 
by the makers. Easier position of raw 
material as well as lack of demand for 
the oil brought the revision. At the 
new price the material is in fairly 
steady position, although inactive. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—Bullion was 
weak throughout the period and de- 
clined steadily. Nitrate of silver fol- 
lowed suit. The opening price for the 
week was 59c. per ounce; by the middle 
of the period, this price had shrunken 
to 57%c. per ounce; toward the close, 
56% @57%c. per ounce was quoted.

Movement of sup- 
plies on spot was gent rally in the hands 
of resellers, who, in most instances, 
were Willing to accept considerable 
concessions from former prices, 

The feature of the week in the heavy 
chemical market was the quoting of 
contract prices for 1921 on some of the 
important items. In every instance these 
prices showed considerable advances 
over the levels named by the producers 
for 1920 deliveries. Costs of produc- 
tion are high, and to this fact is as- 
signed the responsibility of the higher 
levels) A year ago, when contract 
prices were announced, the market was 
just recovering from the effects of the 
dumping of war stocks, and prices 
were, in most instances, very low. Many 
of the producers state that they deliv- 
ered heavy quantities of caustic soda 
and soda ash during 1920 at a loss, and 
that costs of production are higher now 
than the contract prices as named a 
year ago. Just what effect the action 
of the producers will have on the spot 
market yet, undetermined, but 
that prices will remain weak on spot 
until buying begins is a_ certainty. 
Heavy stocks are in the hands of deal- 
ers, and they are pressing to sell in 
most directions. Most factors predict

CHEMICALS 
ALUM.—Prices on all grades of alum 
continue to be firm, although there has 
heen no demand developed for this 
article during the period. The bulk of 
the business transacted has been by 
the producers, whose ideas of prices 
are very firm. There are very few 
offers being made by resellers, as the 
supplies they hold are limited. Pro- 
ducers are quoting on a basis of 5c. 
per pound for the lump ammonia, with 
the ground and powdered priced pro- 
portionately to this figure. The potash 
grade in the lump is held at 8%c. per 
pound. The offers of chrome qualities 
are limited, being restricted almost en- 
rely to the producers, and the prices 
are very firm.- Chrome ammonia is be- 
ing quoted on a basis of 15c. per pound 
by the producers, with 17c. per pound 
for the chrome potash alum.

ARSENIC.—Increased  supplics of 
arsenic on the market have not been 
forthcoming, and if any keen demand 


developed, the available quantity would 
be shortly exhausted, it is stated. The 
demand during the period has not been 
at all heavy, although the white remains 
firm at from 15c. per pound up. Sup- 
plies of the imported are available at 
13c. per pound. The total lack of con- 
suming demand for the red has led to 
some sharp shading in various quar- 
ters, although l6c. per pound is still 
quoted. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 
ket for bleach continued to weaken dur- 
ing the period. Some fairly large sup- 
plies were thrown on the market early 
and with little demand for the material 
at the moment, prices showed a net 
decline of almost a cent on spot. Offers 
were heard at as low as 6%c. per pound, 
during the week, and it was possible 
that even lower could have been done 
on firm business. No contracts for 1921 
have been offered as yet. 

BRIMSTONE.—Prices are unchanged 
and the market remains very steady 
with business done at from $20 to $22 
per ton on spot. Makers are generally 
quoting the latter figure, although a 
few factors would still sell at the lower 
price. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Shading of the 8c. 
price, which prevailed a week ago, was 
reported during the period. In fact 
there were sellers who quoted at as low 
as 7¥%c. per pound. The easier posi- 
tion of copper and the slackness of 
the demand are the reasons for these 
lower prices. Small parcels of im- 
ported goods are now available. 

BORDEAUX MIXTURE.—The pro- 
ducers have made no changes in their 
prices in spite of the fact that the sea- 
son is now over and that little in the 
way of real inquiry has come forward 
during the week. Prices remain at the 
former levels of 13c. per pound for the 
powder and 17c. per pound for the 
paste. 

CADMIUM SULPHIDE.—The pro- 
ducers of this material are now quot- 
ing at the former levels of $1.75 per 
pound, and report that they are doing 
the usual small lot routine business 
which has been noted in previous pe- 
riods. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE.—Leading pro- 
ducers of this material are quoting car- 
lots on the basis of 4%c. per pound, 
and state that the market is beginning 
to show some signs of activity at this 
level Fair supplies are available on 
spot. They can be had at from 4c. 
per pound up, according to quantity. 

CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—The pro- 
ducers of this material are offering at 
$30 per ton. Business has not been 
very active during the past week, but 
a fairly good inquiry has been received 
for forward shipments 

CALCIUM HYDRATE.—The market 
is dull and unchanged, with the pro- 
ducers offering at their former prices of 
3@3%c. per pound. 

CARBON BISULPHIDE.—The price 
basis of 8%c. per pound. Trading has 
been far from active during the past 
week, but supplies are in very firm 
hands, and there is still some difficulty 
in getting hold of large spot supplies. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.—The 
market remains fairly firm in the hands 
of the large producers in spite of the 
fact that there are occasional spot lots 
in the hands of dealers who offer at 
concessions.

FOREST RESEARCH 
WORK IN WOODS 


Reporter Industries Interested in 
the Activities at Madison, 
Wis., Laboratories 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6, 1920. 
The National Research Council has is- 
sued a bulletin on North American forest 


research, which reviews work of this char- 


acter being conducted in this country 
and Canada. Much of this work has 
been carried on at the forest products 
laboratory, Madison, Wis., where Re- 


porter industries should be interested in 
investigations made into the subject of 
wood preservatives, wood preserving 
plants, glues and gluing, utilization of 


vaste bark for tanning purposes, destruc- 
tive distillation of hardwood and methods 
of increasing the yield of valuable prod- 
ucts therefrom, methods of refining hard- 
wood distillates, extraction of rosin and 
turpentine from wood with chemicals, 
products obtained from softwoods by dis- 
tillation, turpentine experiments, tests of 
different methods of turpentining, produc- 
tion of ethyl alcohol from wood, ethyl 
aleohol from waste sulphite liquor, chem- 
ical and physical properties of California 
eucalyptus oil, chemical composition of 
American woods, bleaching and equaliz- 
ing the color of various woods, produc- 
tion of American storax from sweet gum, 
toxicity of preservatives, thermal and 
humidity death point study of wood rot- 
ting fungus, etc.

COTTONSEED MEAL.—No material 
change in the cottonseed meal market 
has occurred and the same steady tone 
observed last week jis still in effect. 
Market prices vary somewhat accord- 
ing to locality. In some _ instances 
prices are still quoted at $45 a ton, 
whereas in others $50 continues to be 
the rate charged. A general falling in 
prices is predicted when the season 
reaches its height, according to reports 
from Texas. Little attention continues 
to be paid to the numerous urgings 
issued to farmers of that State to hold 
what cottonseed that they have on 
hand in the anticipation of higher 
prices. It is believed in many quarters 
that prices on cottonseed meal have 
reuched their low level, at least for 
a while. 

DRIED BLOOD.—Lack of any buy- 
ing interest from consumers is the 
outstanding feature of this market 
However, stocks have not accumulated 
to such quantities as to cause anxiety 
on the part of the holders, who seem 
to be making a feeble effort to main- 
tain prices, with the inward feeling 
that further price concessions would 
have no effect to stimulate business 
in the existing quiet market. There- 
fore no pressure is noted from _ pro- 
ducers, Who seem to feel that some 
brisk business is likely to develop 
soon Low prices quoted by producers 
of competing materials is said to be 
responsible for lack of interest in the 
South. While some odd lots have been 
offered recently, the views of the hold- 
ers were so high that business has not 
been possible, except to cover the ab- 
solute necessities of buyers. This 
week's quotations for 12 and 13 per 
cent. dried blood ammonia f. o. b. New 
York remain at $7@7.25, last week’s 
figures. 

FISH SCRAP.—-This item has been 
no exception from the general quiet 
trading that has been noted during the 
past few weeks, and prices of the sev- 
eral grades stand exactly as they did 

‘k ago. Quotations for dried scrap 
and 10c., while prices for wet 
scrap remain at $5.50 and 50c. No 
further decrease in the price of ground 
fish scrap, 11 to 12 per cent. ammonia, 
15 per cent. B. P., f. 0. b. fish factory, 
has been made from the price of $90 a 
ton, given last week. Even though the 
demand for scrap has not assumed 
normal proportions, it is such that 
with the exceptions of small quantities 
here and there no large lots are to be 
found on the market.

BONES.—-While a drop in prices for 
raw, ground hones, 4 per cent. ammonia. 
and 50 per cent. bone phosphate to $50 
q@o0 per ton was recorded this week, 
quotations for the _ othe r varieties re- 
main unchanged from those of last 
week. Prices for rough, hard remain 
at $50@55, while soft steamed, un- 
ground are still at $38@40. In the in- 
stance of ground, steamed bones, 1% 
per cent. ammonia and 50 per cent. 
bone phosphate are given at $40@45, 
while for 3 and 50 per cent. of the same 
class are quoted at $45@50. Stocks 
continue depleted, with no immediate 
prospects for increased amounts to be 
placed on the market. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Except for 
the slight drop in the price of 68 per 
cent. Florida land pebble phosphate 
rock, f. 0. b. mines, which is now quoted 
at $11@11.50, no other change has oc- 
curred in prices asked for the remain- 
ing grades. While the slight falling 
off in price of the 66 per cent. grade is 
the first for some time, the steady tone 
maintained for months by the phos- 
phate rock market will not, in all prob- 
ability, be weakened to any extent in 
the long run. 

In view of the curtailment of supplies 
and the difficulty experienced by pro- 
ducers to secure railroad cars in which 
to ship rock, the demand continues to 
be greater than the supply at the pres- 
ent. English buyers now in this coun- 
try seem unable to obtain more than 
very small quantities at distant inter- 
vals to fill the pressing need for phos- 
phates rock in their country. Other 
European buyers have not succeeded as 
well. During August the port of Tam- 
pa, Florida, again experienced a month 
of very heavy shipments of land pebble 
phosphate. The total quantity moved 
through that port in August was 134,- 
138 tons, of which 58,818 tons went to 
foreign ports and 75,330 tons to domes- 
tie consumers. About 200 tons of sam- 
ples of high-grade land pebble were re- 
cently shipped from Fernandina to 
Norway. Nearly all the Scandinavian 
countries have been using hard rock 
almost exclusively, and during the past 
year have been the largest consumers 
of that material. The phosphate mar- 
ket is, to a considerable extent, unset- 
tled on account of constantly declining 
ocean freights, the general political sit- 
vation in Central Europe and the ever- 
fluctuating rates of exchange. The de- 
mand is present, but these conditions 
make business very difficult. Florida 
shippers report considerable improve- 
ment in the railroad car supply, due to 
the Constant efforts of the National 
Fertilizer Association officials and offi- 
cals of the American Railways Asso-

to remedy conditions.

There has been 
some export inquiry for benzol during 
the past week, but little business has 
been closed, Prices on the crudes are 
generally steady at the former levels, 
with supplies generally in the hands of 
the producers almost exclusively. 

In intermediates business has been 
slow and price shading has been in 
evidence all along the line. Most of 
the producers have not as yet been af- 
fected by the declining market, al- 
though they do feel the slackness of 
business. Many of them are now 
caught up on their deliveries for the 
first time in many months, and when 
they offer their supplies to the trade 
they find that they are unable to move 
anything at all at the prices which they 
ask, They are not, however, offering 
many concessions and while an occa- 
sional first-hand sale is reported in 
competition with the resellers most of 
the business on spot is in the hands 
of the latter. Paranitraniline is about 
the only firm item on the list and was 
the only one showing an advance dur- 
ing the period.

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Production and Consumption 


The statesmen of the old world are just now more 
interested in petroleum than in boundary lines. In 
turning from the study of the problems of war to a 
consideration of the problems of peace the first out- 
standing fact that attracted the attention of those 
who are planning for the future commercial greatness 
of their different countries was that of control of ade- 
quate supplies of mineral oil. The United States 
has always led the world as a producer of petroleum, 
and its prestige has undoubtedly created envy. Our 
oil men and our public officials are thoroughly alive 
to the fact that an effort is to be made to dispute the 
supremacy of this country in this field, and they can 
be depended upon to see that the needs of this coun- 
try are provided for and its rights protected. 

It is particularly interesting just at this time to 
take a look at our production and consumptiop and 
to consider the needs of American consumers in 
connection with present and prospective sources of 
supplies. The alarmists predict a great scarcity in the 
no distant future. A. C. Bedford says that he does 
not think that there is going to be a famine in gaso- 
line and other petroleum products in this country. 
[he only way of discovering just where this country 
stands today is to study the figures of production and 
consumption made available by the United States 
Government through the Bureau of Mines. 

There was produced in this country during the 
month of August 39,144,000 barrels of petroleum, 


: each barrel containing 42 United States gallons. The

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In fact, the only conclusion to be drawn is that they 
have not yet reached the limit of their production. 
For every well that goes dry a new well is brought 
in. In spite of the predictions of the pessimist, pro- 
duction is still increasing in these United States of 
America. The total production this year to the end 
of August was 291,854,000 barrels, a daily average 
of 1,196,123 barrels. For the same period of last 
year the total production was 246,111,000 barrels, 
an average production of 1,012,802. It will be seen 
that during August there was produced each day 
249,908—call it a quarter of a million—barrels 
more than the average production during the first 
eight months of last year. It will be difficult indeed 
for those who see nothing but a famine in oil ahead 
of us to get around these figures of actual 
production. 


In spite of the fact that production is increasing, 
this country is consuming more oil than it produces. 
It is importing more than it exports, and it is safe to 
predict that this condition will continue. 

There was imported during August 10,790,686 
barrels of crude mineral oil. All but 66,000 barrels 
of this came from Mexico. The imports for August 
were the largest ever brought into the country in any 
one month, being four million barrels greater than 
imports for July. Imports were so heavy that stocks 
of Mexican petroleum held in the United States by 
importers increased one and one-quarter million bar- 
rels during the month. When Mexico is able to 
furnish this country with four million barrels more 
oil in one month than it furnished us with the pre- 
vious month, the conclusion would seem to be that 
the history of Mexico as a producer of oil is just 
beginning to be made. 


Turning from production to consumption figures, 
we find that they tell us that consumption is in- 
creasing rapidly. This is what could be naturally 
expected, and this country’s affairs would be badly 
out of kilter if it was not consuming more and more 
mineral oil right along. The estimated consumption 
of domestic and imported oils during August was 
47,814,000 barrels. This was the high record for 
a month's consumption up to that time. It meant an 
average daily consumption of 1,542,000 barrels. In 
August of last year the average daily consumption 
was 1,342,968 barrels. The Government’s figures 
on consumption are made in the only practical man- 
ner and are accurate, as they are the sum of the 
domestic production and gross imports, plus the de- 
crease of stocks or minus the increase of stocks. 

Comparing production and consumption, we find 
that during the month of August consumption was 
8.670.000 barrels more than domestic production. 
This shortage was offset by imports of 10,790,686 
barrels, which gave an increase in stocks for the 
month of 2,120,686 barrels. 

Stocks on hand are not large enough to be a 
weight on the market, nor small enough to be the 
source of concern. There were on hand at the end 
of August supplies sufficient to last two months, and, 
as there is no promise of any interruption of produc- 
tion, this is as much as it would be profitable to 
carry. 

Experts agree that we cannot rely upon our own 
crude production to meet the ever increasing demand 
for petroleum products. The figures prove that con- 
sumption has passed the mark of domestic produc- 
tion. It is not to be expected, however, that there is 
going to be anything occur that will prevent this 
country from drawing upon Mexico's great supply of 
oil. There is nothing in calling attention to the fact 
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Ahat if there ‘were no more wells drilled for a year 


eur prodtiction would drop off 25 to 35 per cent. 
There is going to be no let up in drilling. More 1s 
being done now in this country than ever before. We 
are just at the beginning of a great era of oil explo- 
ration work all over the world. Mexico—so the men 
who know that country best assert—can within a few 
years produce many times what it is producing today, 
if circumstances are right for the pushing of devel- 
opment work, 

This country will not neglect any means of increas- 
ing its oil supply. It will not neglect the possibilities 
presented by shale oil, or oil from any other source. 
The drills will test every section where there are any 
oil indications. It would be a much to be desired 
condition of affairs if our domestic production was 
up to our consumption. With the great Mexican 
fields at our very door, however, and with the pos- 
sibility of changed conditions in that country that 
will make the conditions of the industry more satis- 
factory, there is no reason to fear a famine of min- 
eral oil so far as this country is concerned—at least, 
not for a very long time to come.

Oil Burning Locomotives 

In spite of the fact that England is one of the 
large coal producing countries and is not an oil pro- 
ducing country, the recent talk of a coal strike 
brought prominently to public attention the fact that 
that there is a number of oil burning railrcad en- 
gines in that country, and that active steps are being 
taken to convert many more coal burning locomo- 
tives into oil burners. Italy, which will suffer this 
winter because of a coal shortage, plans to equip 
all its railroads with oil burning engines. The 
use of fuel oil by the railroads is increasing all 
the time. 

In a recently published book on “‘Fuel Oil in 
Industry,"” Stephen O. Andros lists among the many 
foreign railways which have converted all or part of 
their locomotives from coal burners to oi] burners :— 
the Austrian State Railways, Western Railways of 
France, the Mediterranean, Paris & Orleans Rail- 
way, South of Russia Railway, Roumanian State 
Railway, Taltal Railway, Mexican Railway, Chil- 
ean Railway, Tehuantepec National Railway and 
the Mexican National and Interoceanic Lines. In 
1917 there were eighty-four railroads in this country 
that used oil for fuel. In that year oil burning loco- 
motives were operated over 32,431 miles of ‘track 
in 31 States. There has been a steady increase in 
the use of fuel oil by the railroads of this country 
since that time. In June of this year the Santa Fe 
Railway System had 3,160 locomotives in opera 
tion, of which two-thirds burned coal and one-third 
burned oil. 

There is nothing new in the use of fuel oil on 
railways. It is interesting to remember that almost 
the first thorough test of oil as a locomotive fuel was 
made in Russia, where today, under Soviet mis- 
management, the roads are about the poorest in the 
world. In 1882 Thomas Urquhart, superintend- 
ent of motive power of the Griazi-Tsaritzin Railway 
of Russia, converted 143 of the locomotives of that 
road from coal burners to oil burners, and made tests 
by which he showed that one pound of oil equaled 
1.78 pounds of coal. The coal used in this compar- 
ison was Russian anthracite. A few years later the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company conducted a series 
of experiments to ascertain exactly the relative value 
of coal and oil as locomotive fuel. From the very 


first the many advantages of oil over coal have 
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been recognized; but the main question for each 
road to settle for itself has, of course, been whether 
coal or oil was the cheaper fuel for that particu- 
lar road. ; 

There can be no question but that where oil is 
easily obtainable it is not only a better but a cheaper 
fuel for locomotives than coal. The recent determi- 
nations made by the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
road are of great interest to those making a study of 
the relative costs of the two fuels. This road figures 
that its fuel in 1918, which was coal, cost around 
$6,250,000, and that its fuel for 1920, which is 
oil, will cost about $4,750,000—a saving by the 
substitution of oil for coal of approximately $1 ,500,- 
000 in one year’s fuel bill. Of course, it is much 
more easy to obtain fuel oil in Texas than in most 
other States, but, even considering this fact, the 
figures are most impressive. 

It has been proven by the latest investigation of 
the experts that 3!/4. barrels of oil are equivalent 
to one ton of coal. It was estimated, on the returns 
for the first half of 1919, that the railroads of this 
country were using 80,000,000 barrels of fuel oil 
annually. Today about one-seventh of the locomo- 
tive power in this country is derived from fuel oil, 
but it is certain that this percentage will grow larger 
steadily, unless there should be a radical change be- 
tween the relative cost of oil and coal to the disad- 
vantage of oil, which seems improbable. 

If oil is cheaper than coal as a locomotive fuel— 
as in most cases it undoubtedly is—its more general 
use will be welcomed by a public that has heard 
much recently of the high cost of running railroads 
and has had to dig down into its pockets because of 
these high costs. Incidentally, the traveling public 
is interested because it is a cleaner fuel. A smoking 
locomotive is a nuisance—even in the open coun- 
try. The man who ever got a hot cinder in his eye— 
and the voting strength of this element is enor- 
mous—will welcome the day when every train that 
is not operated by electricity is drawn by an oil 
burning locomotive.

Another Real Wildcat Venture 


Another well that will be watched with in- 
terest among tite oil men of the high grade 
fields is that proposed for the northeast corner 
of Lenawee county, Mich. Word comes from 
Cement City and Devils Lake that the Prospect 
Hill well is a sure go, and material is now 
being got on the location. The drilling rig and 
outfit was shipped for the well from the Mc- 
Keesport field in Pennsylvania, and the casing 
and other material from Youngstown, Ohio. 
The Prospect Hill Development Co., composed 
mostly of Cleveland men, will drill the well 
and furnish the needed capital. Eminent geol 
ogists have been on the ground and pronounce 
the territory ideal for an oil field, as well as 
many scouts that are very familiar with sur- 
face conditions. The site for the well chosen 
is on the Prince tract, known as the old James 
Wheaton tract, and located two miles north of 
Devils Lake, one of Michigan’s summer re- 
sorts and about midway between that point 
and the Chicago turnpike, about six miles 
south of the town of Brooklyn, and but a short 
distance from Cement City. The location is 
close up to the highway and put there on ac- 
count of a seepage found there. The theory 
of the oil men is that Prospect Hill as the 
highest ground in Southern Michigan forms an 
“oil cone,’’ beneath which are oil deposits, and 
is a part of the famous Irish Hills that are 
known to be the winding up of three well 
known structures, one running from the Tren- 
ton fields of Indiana and one through Wood 
and Hancock counties of the Northwestern 
Ohio field, and another taking a northwest- 
southeast course from the fields located to the 
east and in Ottawa and Eastern Lucas county 
on the south shore of Maumee Bay, the Toledo 


Harbor of Lake Erie, thence across the 
Maumee River, passing the well recently 
drilled by the Livingstone Oil & Gas Co., 


thence in a northwesterly course to the famous 
Irish Hills country of Michigan. Thousands 
upon thousands of acres of this territory have 
been taken under lease, and some well known 
parties from Toledo have secured some 12,000 
acres right at the extreme of the three struc- 
tures, where they come together, and if any 
oil is found in Michigan and structures count 
for anything this territory should develop some- 
thing worth while. The well of the Prospect 
Hill Development Co. is expected to cost from 


$6,000 to $12,600, which depends upon the 
depth the well is sunk. There is an oppor- 


tunity for three shallow producing formations 
to be found, and the well known Trenton lime- 
stone should be encountered at between 1,750 


and 2,250 feet, according to sea level condi- 
tions. 
Down in Georgia 
The wildcatters now have a bug about the 


outlook of finding oil in Georgia, and prospect- 
ing for the product in that State for oil has 
commenced, and at present there are five tests 
reported under way in divergent sections of the 
State Reports from these wells only give a 
meagre idea of their locations, but they are 
well scattered. The Middle Georgia Oil & Gas 
Co. is starting its second well fifteen miles 
west of Hazlehurst, in Jeff Davis county. The 
Fitzgerald-Pennsylvania Oil] & Gas Co. is re- 
ported close around a depth of 1,000 feet, lo- 
cated about eight miles north of Fitzgerald. 
The Telfair Oil & Gas Co.'s well, about a mile 
and a half south of Scotland, in Telfair county, 
is around 600 feet The Middle Georgia Oil & 
Gas Co.’s well, twelve miles west of Sanders- 
ville, is down around 600 feet, and the well

The above list of counties as given out shows 
no production handled from wells in Ohio, 
Grayson, Carter, Martin, McLean, Lincoln, 
Russell, Monroe, Logan, Christian, Knox, Cum- 
berland, Elliott, Hancock, Green, Adair, 
Davies, Edmondson, Boyd or Bracken counties, 
where oil wells have been drilled with produc- 
tion, so it is evident that the State of Kentucky 
is well able to show a larger production if the 
product is handled and accounted for. 


Western Kentucky 


The development work in the Western Ken- 
tucky fields is spreading out over a wide area 
of territory, and from the north to the south 
side of the State. Logan county is getting a 
new lease on life, and that county contains 
some exceptionally fine structures and has pro- 
duced a small amount of oil and natural gas 
during the past seventeen years, and there is 
still a gas lime in the county that furnished 
natural gas for many years and a line that 
handled the product of at least three wells to 
a railroad. 

Todd county still to the west of Logan is 
having some test werk done. and prospects are 
for a field, but the oil will be found at a much 
greater depth, as is the case with Christian 
and other counties in the extreme western por- 
tion To the north end of the State, to the 
west of Louisville, considerable work is under 
way and oil in quantities should be found at 
depths around 700 feet. A nice shallow field 
is being developed in the vicinity of Beach 
Grove, in McLean county, as well as near 
Creelsboro, in Russell county, with exce 
ingly good prospects in Casey, Lincoln, Davies, 
Breckenridge, Edmonson Hancock, Hart, 
Adair, Henderson, Green and other counties to 















the north side, and on the extreme south side 
there at prospects in Monroe, Clinton, 
Cumber id and other counties, to say nothing 
of the present active Western Kentucky sec- 
tion in Barren, Warren, Allen and Simpson 
counties, where close to 700 drilling machines 
are working at this time. 

In the western portion of the city limits of 
Bowling Green, in Warren county, there are 
reported to be close to twenty drilling ma- 


chines working on 
and the town is in the 
drilling boom, as resembles some part of the 
Burkburnett townsite pool, in Texas. Opera- 
tors from all over the country are looking over 
the Western Kentucky fields, and they are 
men that are not afraid to pay a handsome 
price for good-looking acreage, as many of 
them are from Oklahoma, Kansas and Texas, 
where big prices have prevailed for acreage 
during the past couple of years, and are used 
to it. 

John Peters, president of the Mutual Oil Syn- 
dicate, Chicago, together with Altmyer, John 
Wise and Nick Daleider, are in the Bowling 
Green field drilling on the McGinnis tract, six 
miles northeast of that city, and also on the 
Young tract, north of the Barren River; also 
drilling a wildcat well near Wier, in Muhlen- 
burg county New pipelines are being rushed 
through Warren county to the new and late 
completions, and an effort is being made to 
handle the output of the wells, but with little 
success, as it requires larger lines to make an 
impression on wells that will do from 100 to

One of the best and well-defined arches in 
Western Kentucky is found in the Mt. Aerial 
district and in western and southwestern Allen 
county, and in which sections there are now 
seventeen producing wells, all within a radius 
of three miles east and west of Mt. Aerial. 
Not a single dry hole has yet been struck. 
There are a vast number of drilling machines 
working in Allen county, the number being 
around 200, and the Trammel Creek and Buck 
Creek county on the western side is coming 
in for an oil play that it should have had long 
ere this period, for it was almost a known 
fact that oil existed there. Simpson county 
has close to eight wells drilling and located 


west of Allen county and south of Warren 
cuunty, and is destined to be one of the real 
active counties in the future, as work has 


really just started. 

Few completions are reported from any sec- 
tion of the Kentucky fields during the week, 
and none of them were of the gusher stripe, 
as weather conditions have been against the 
doing of much work. 

Development work on the Tarrant tract, to 
the northwest from Bowling Green in Warren 
county, started during the early part of the 
present year, and to a large extent the two 
first wells finished on the tract have been 
steady producers, and while Nos. 3 and 4 are 
large producers, they have not been completed 
for any length of time, so it can readily be 
seen that the bulk of the 30,263 barrels of oil 
run from the tract came from the first two 
wells and shows how productive this shallow 
amber producing sand is. The fields of Warren 
county are spreading over the entire county, 
and it looks very much as though the entire 


county is underlined with oil in commercial 
quantities, as dry holes are few and far be- 
tween, There is enough of the county proven 


up for the drilling of 20,000 wells, almost all 
to be sure shots, and Allen county is about on 
a par with Warren county in that respect. 
The expense on the Tarrant lease from May 
12 to August 31 amounted to $44,740.16, and 
when the 30,263 barrels of crude has been run 
from the tract at a price close to $3.75 per 
barrel, it shows a nice healthy profit, although 
the oil is rated at $4.25 a barrel, less the price 
of handling same by pipeline, the recent 25 
cents being added per barrel, making the pres- 
ent price of Somerset grade, of which Warren 
and Western Kentucky is a part.

Financing was delivered by Will- 
R. Eaton before the Independent 
Oil Men's Association convention at Den- 
ver, Col., on Sept. 30. Mr. Eaton spoke 
in part as follows:— 

Ry ‘Frauds in Oil Financing’’ T mean those 
schemes of sharpers and swindlers and con 
fidence men which have all the appearances of 
hona fide enterprises, but which are conceived 
in iniquity and perpetrated with the brass and 
in a manner which makes the old ‘‘three shell" 
man green with envy. 


A Fraudulent Scheme 


For example, a company is incorporated with 


interesting 





stock of the par value of one-tenth of a mill 
with a total authorized capitalization of, say, 
$100,000 This gives the company a billion 
shares of stock, with a par value for each 
share of only one-tenth of a mill—one-one- 
hundredth part of a cent. When such stock is 
sold for one cent per share the sale of 100,000 


shares will net the promoter $990 and the com- 
pany $10 

The use of names of men prominent in finan- 
cial or political affairs without their knowledge 
is another common fraud; another is the use of 
the names of relatives of prominent persons, 
or persons with the same names. 

Then there are the frauds based upon the 
lack of ownership of the property mentioned 
in the prospectus, the use of maps which are 
drawn to inaccurately show the location of ad- 
joining work, etc. 

To many who have studied the question the 
frauds consummated by reason of lack of own- 
ership of land, inaccuracy of statistics, use of 
false maps, ete., are simply variations of the 
fundamental swindle 


How ‘“‘Suckers” Are Tempted 


The two elements which tempt the cupidity 
of the ‘‘sucker’’ are the enormous returns 
which are pictured to him and the quick re- 
turns. The element which is never disclosed is 
the uncertainty of success When this situ- 
ation is created by a swindler the purchaser of 
stock has no “‘run for his money,’’ is cheated 
from the beginning, and should have the right 


to call upon the public law and the prosecut- 
ing attorney for protection. 

Every means should be afforded the ‘‘dream- 
er’’ to obtain financial assistance; every pro- 
tection should be afforded the ‘‘dreamer’s’’ 
backers to the end that the money advanced 
should be actually used in the enterprise. 


When that is done, if failure ensues all is lost. 
but if success crowns the effort the rewards are 
enormous. The optimism of the ‘‘dreamer’’ and 


his belief in his own venture are the things 
that have made possible the stories of the 
large rewards that are used to persuade the 


gullible prospect. 

The honest dreamer should be afforded every 
opportunity to obtain the financial assistance 
to finance his dream and to test his theories 
“Oil is where you find it,’’ is the maxim that 
is quoted by many, and to a certain extent is 
tbsolutely true. 


Evils to Be Remedied 


It is not the lack of good judgment on the 
part of the honest dreamer which causes most 
of the losses in financing oil ventures. It is 
the excessive commissions, actual embezzle- 
ment of corporate funds, failure to expend the 
amounts received for the purposes for which 
the moffey was obtained, payments of fictitous 
dividends during the promotion period, and de- 
liberate swindling and cheating that causes the 
largest part of the losses complained of. These 
evils can be remedied by legislation, and the 
various types of ‘‘blue sky’’ laws indicate the 
attempts which have been made to protect the 
investor or speculator. 


A very pertinent criticism of most blue sky 
laws is that only the cheat is benefited by 
them: for he will conform to the statutory re 


quirements, obtain an authorization to do busi 
ness, and then will add to his swindling selling 


talk the assertion that the State government 
has approved his schemes. He has only to 
conform to these legal requirements, and will 


not hesitate to commit periury in many in 
stances But the honest man with a vision of 
a new oil field will refuse to make any false 
representations to obtain the license to sell 
stock in his corporation, if he has chosen that 
method of financing. Thus the cheat prospers 
and runs away with the profits, while honest 


speculative development is curbed. 


What Misrepresentation Is 


In law there is a distinction between the 
various statements, which are popularly called 
misrepresentations; a deliberate lie concerning 
it present or past existing fact is considered in 
law to be a misrepresentation: while a prom- 
ise or opinion of what will occur in the future 
is not so considered in the law; these fall 
within the realm of contracts to perform, and 
are not actionable as fraudulent statements 
This distinction is well known to cheats and 
swindlers, and their selling talk is frequently 
deliberately framed so that the salesman makes 
only promises of some things to occur in the 
future and garbles his statements of profits 
by stating that “in his opinion’’ or ‘“‘in his 
judgment”’ the purchaser will reap the large 
rewards. When called to account the sharper 
always excuses himself by stating that he be- 
lieved his statement to be true or else by the 
brazen assertion that the statements with 
which he is charged ‘‘are nothing that you can 
hold him on."’ 

It is the promcter or broker, cheat or swin- 
dier, who simulates the optimism of the hon- 
est ‘‘dreamer’’ that should have his activities 
curbed, and no law can be too drastic to stop 
their practiees. 

Against counterfeits of value the law can 
give actual protection; how it can prevent de- 
ception and save credulity and ignorance from 
imposition is a harder problem 


Blue Sky Laws Live 


We do not operate under the Mosaic law 
which says, ‘‘Thou shalt not steal.’’ Most 
blue sky laws are compiled along that line, 
however. They usually require that no one 


shall sell stock in a corporation until permit- 
ted to do so by some State official, and then 
provide a penalty for violation of selling the 
stock without obtaining such permission. Only 
one law have I found that provides punish- 
ment for the swindJing operations connected 
with the selling of corporate stock. The Col- 
orado larcency statute provides ‘‘that whoever 
commits larceny shall be sentenced’’ to a term 
in the penitentiary; another section provides 
that anyone who cheats or swindles another in 
the sale of corporate stock shall be deemed 
guilty of larceny and punished accordingly. It 
also goes further and provides that it shall be 
no defense that the statements made by the 
accused to the purchaser were promises or 
opinions of something to occur in the future 

Thus a punishment is provided for the swin- 
dling operation instead of providing punish- 
ment for failure to obtain the State’s consent 
to sell stock. 

The point I wish to accentuate is that the 
commission form of examination and other ad- 
ministration of blue sky laws does not curb 
the Wallingfords, but the other form of law 
is sufficient to put the fear of the penitentiary, 
if not of God, in the hearts of many ‘‘get- 
rich-quick’’ promoters 


English Publicity System 


Comments upon the English system 
quiring fullest publicity to all of the inside 
facts which are so jealously guarded in this 
country indicate that some of the English pro- 
visions might well be carefully studied and ap- 
plied. Too much regulation does not prevent 
the evils of fraudulent financing, but a system 
of punishing dishonest and unfair dealing will 
tend to eliminate many frauds. 

No statutes have ever stopped the gold brick 
trick; nor has any statute provided experience 
to the gullible But I firmly believe that the 
best protection that can be given to the public 
is sure punishment to cheats and swindlers 
who operate under the guise of an honest pro- 
moter. The deterring effect of such laws will 
accomplish the purpose and prohibit all but 
the most brazen trickster.
